Pastor’s Corner

Psalm Twenty Three has been a much loved part of scrip- 
ture for many generations. The inspired words of David the 
shepherd, written about the Lord our shepherd, have 
brought great comfort and reassurance to many. Let’s look 


briefly at some of its verses (NKJV). 


Verse one: “The Lord is my shepherd; I shall not want.” 
We usually focus here on the second half of the verse. It is 
comforting to know that we “shall not want.” But, let’s back 


up a little. We first should take an honest look at our lives 


and ask: “Who is really my shepherd?” In other words, who 
are we really following? Are we following current fads, the 
drama on social media, politicians, or people? People and 
things will certainly influence and interest us, but they make 
for bad shepherds. They may lead us in a direction that di- 
verges from the path of the Lord. We must always be careful 
to follow him. When we do, we can then have the peace of 


knowing that we “shall not want.” 


Verse two: “He makes me to lie down in green pastures; 
He leads me beside the still waters.” Here again, we some- 
times get the cart before the horse. The images of green pas- 
tures are peaceful and alluring; they would be a welcome 
destination. But first: Are we actually lying down in them? 
Honestly, I think about them, but don’t take enough time 
for them, I can’t lie down if I’m running around, here and 
there, doing this and that .This is why I am so thankful that 
the Lord “makes me” rest in these peaceful places. These 
green pastures may not be a geographical location. Usually, 
they are a spiritual place. Some may remember these words 
to aclassic hymn: “There is a place of quiet rest, near to the 
heart of God.” Beautiful words. Beautiful truth. A beautiful 


place. 


What about the “still waters”? Most of us have been to 
The Gulf of Mexico many times. It’s breathtakingly beau- 
tiful. I’ve crossed the Atlantic Ocean, and watched teeming 
wildlife from the banks of the Luangwa River in Zambia. 
However, none of those are my favorite. When I was four- 
teen, my parents moved us to the country. It didn’t take long 
at all for my brother and me to start exploring the woods. 
Far back from the house, we found a quiet stream that had, 
through probably hundreds of years, eroded the land around 
it, creating a hidden place for itself. We loved to go there. 
The water was not loud or rushing. Very few even knew of 
its existence. It was, however, a quiet refuge, where even a 
teenage boy who knew little of troubles or care could go, 
reset, and be restored. God’s “still waters” are like the 
“green pastures.” Though unseen, they are very real. I can’t 
go back to the hidden stream now. My parents are deceased, 
and the land was sold long ago. But, you and I can go at 
any time to this unseen refuge. Don’t know where it is? The 
Great Shepherd is waiting to lead you to it and the green 


pastures.

USDA announces Oct. 30th 
is deadline to submit wildfire, 
and hurricane disaster 
assistance applications 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) has 
announced that Friday, Oct. 
30, 2020, as the deadline to 
submit applications for the 
Wildfire and Hurricane 
Indemnity Program — Plus 
(WHIP+) for 2018 and 
2019 losses. 

“The physical and 
financial loss experienced 
by farmers and ranchers 
impacted by natural 
disaster events in 2018 and 
2019 was widespread and 
catastrophic,” said Richard 
Fordyce, Administrator of 
USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency (FSA). 
“Fortunately, in addition to 
our already extensive suite 
of disaster assistance 
programs for crop and 
livestock producers, we 
were able to provide 
additional support through 
WHIP+.” 

WHIP+ compensates 
producers for losses due to 
hurricanes, floods, 
snowstorms, tornadoes, 
typhoons, volcanic activity, 
drought, excessive 
moisture, and wildfires 
occurring in calendar years 
2018 and 2019. Drought 
and excessive moisture 
were added as eligible 
losses for the program in 
March 2020. 

FSA will launch a new 
tool on the farmers.gov 
WHIP+ webpage to help 
producers understand 
eligibility for the program 
and whether they had 
possible losses in 2018 and

2019. The tool will also 
allow producers an 
opportunity to provide 
information for FSA staff to 
reach out to them. 

FSA will announce soon 
the details for producers 
who experienced quality 
loss from 2018 and 2019 
natural disaster events 
authorized in 
appropriations legislation. 
There will be a separate 
signup period for producers 
reporting quality loss.

Alabama completes 2020 Census with 99.9 percent household response, governor says 


“Though this year has been challenging for everyone, Al- — 


Governor Kay Ivey — alongside the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Economic and Community Affairs (ADECA) and 
Alabama Counts! — today announced final participation 
results of Census 2020 for the state of Alabama. The census 
officially came to a close nationwide on Thursday, Oct. 15. 

Alabama finished with an overall household response 
rate of 99.9%, on par with 48 other U.S. states. Of this total, 
63.5% were self-responding Alabamians — an improvement 
from the 62.5% self-response rate recorded in 2010. Across 
the state, 47 counties exceeded their 2010 self-response 
rate. 

In addition to self-response rates recorded by internet, 
phone or mail, the remaining percentage of responses was 
gathered by door-to-door Census takers for households who 
did not participate in self-response. 

Governor Ivey has led census efforts in alignment with
